Subjected to Intense Heat in Hope 
1 ot Caring a Grave Malady — His 
Limbs Were Ossified by an Attack 
of Hhenmatism, 

Once In every twenty-four hours 
Aaron I'ajmer is baked alive in tne 
great oveiLof the Bellevue hospital, in 
New York City. At a temperature of 
from 350 to 400 degrees he is allowed 
to roast in the oven for from half to 
three-quarters of an hour. Then he is 
removed, thoroughly massaged, and 
placed in the sun, where a broiling pro¬ 
cess Is begun. And all because he is 
afflicted with arthritis deformans. 
I Translated that means that he has 
j gout. Not the plain gout that many 
| .suffer, but an acute rtiemuatic gout, 
which has practically ossified his limbs, 
so that for over three years his legs 
and arms were as hard as marble, be¬ 
ing frightfully wasted and distorted, 
and absolutely Incapable of any move¬ 
ment or feeling. His condition was 
pathetic In the extreme and It was only 
a question of time when the dread par¬ 
alysis would encroach further upon his 
body, until It affected some vital or¬ 
gan and tbns put an end to his life.

As the arms were affected quicker than 

the lower limbs, so they yielded mors 
readily to the treatment. They were 
in due course treated similarly. When 
once the disease began to l>e di»si|>at- 
ed in them it was speedily conquered. 
Less than three weeks ago they were 
still held in the marble grasp. To-day 
all but the fingers have been released 

The fingers and toes are now drawn 
up against the palais of his hands and 
soles of the feet. The flesli of the 
calves has become pliable and soft nnd 
the knees are almost released from 
their captivity.

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Weight of Women’s Brains. 

The woman's brain is always less 
than the man’s.

None 
of the means tried seemed powerful 
enough to affect in the slightest tlie 
dread malady which affected him. Had 
it not been for tlie placing of the grent 
new ovens In tlie hospital he would 
shortly be a corpse. Now, however, 
there Is hope of saving his life. More 
than this, there is every prospect not 
only of stopping the encroachments of 
the disease, but of relieving parts al¬ 
ready affected. Indeed, the ossifica¬ 
tion, if It can be so spoken of, lias 
been removed from his arms entirely 
except from the fingers, nnd his legs 
have been revived from thigh to knee. 
With continued treatment it is expect¬ 
ed that the calves and fingers nnd feet 
! will be saved, and thnt Palmer will be 
able to resume his dally life where he 
left off four years ago, a cured and 
healthy man. 

The Disease Held Him Fast. 

Twelve years ago Palmer was first 
' afflicted with rheumatism. He grew 
worse In spite of the various treat- 
' ments which he underwent. Finally 
his legs and arms began to draw up 
and shrivel, and It was not long ere 
he was a helpless cripple. No thought 
of sending hiiu to the hospital occurred 
to his family until four years ago, 
when he was suddenly affected by the 
deadening of his limbs. First his feet 
were affected. And then the calves 
and hands. There seemed every pros 
pect of the whole liody succumbing to 
the fearful trouble and great Interest 
was manifested by physicians to see 
how long he could live. When his feet 
were first deadened they were affected 
as though frozen. They became as cold 
as In death and then gradually stiffen¬ 
ed. No strength was sufficient to move 
them. Then, as the ankles and calves 
followed, recourse was taken to the 
various processes recited above to see 
If something could not stave off the 
trouble. Finally, when the thighs were 
similarly stiffened, it was Impossible 
for him to -do else than breathe and 
absorb his food.

After this length 
of time a single drop of perspiration 
was noticed on one thigh, so small that 
It was feared that it might be water 
dropped upon him by some means. 
However, the next day more beads ap¬ 
peared, and from that time on a per¬ 
spiration was steadily Induced. There 
was no let up, and It was not a fort¬ 
night before the flesh became soft and 
pliable, although there was still no 
evidence of power.

A man com¬ 
ing here from a foreign land, having ai 
minor son, if he become a naturalized 
citizen before the son attain his ma¬ 
jority, that operates to make the sot* 
a citizen also and the latter need not 
take out naturalization papers. If thq

Ancient Sundial*. 

It Is probable tlmt the earliest sun¬ 
dial was simply the spear of some no¬ 
mad chief stuck upright In the ground 
before his tent. Among those desert 
wanderers, keen to observe their sur¬ 
roundings, It would not be a difficult 
thing to notice that the shadow short¬ 
ened as the sun rose higher In the sky 
and that the shortened shadow always 
pointed in the same direction—north. 
The recognition would have followed 
very soon that this noonday shadow 
changed In its length from day to day. 
A six foot spear would give a shadow 
at noonday In latitude 40 degrees of 12 
feet at one time of the year, of less 
than two feet at another. 

T-hls Instrument, so simple, so easily 
carried, so easily set up, may well have 
begun the scientific study of astrono¬ 
my, for It lent Itself to measurement, 
and science is measurement, and prob¬ 
ably we see It expressed In permanent 
form In the obelisks of Egyptian solar 
temples, though these no doubt were 
retained merely as solar emblems ages 
after their use as actual Instruments 
of observation had ceased. An upright 
(tick carefully plumbed standing on 
some level surface may therefore well 
make the first advance upon the natu¬ 
ral horizon. A knob at the top of the 
(tick will be found to render the shad¬ 
ow more easily observed.—E. Walter 
Maunder In Knowledge. 


Ants Invent n Wigan. 

“There are a good many ants of dif¬ 
ferent varieties on the lot at my coun¬ 
try place, near Covington, and last 
year I began to make a systematic 
study of their habits,” says a contribu¬ 
tor to the New Orleans Tinies-Demo- 
crat. “Near one of my flower beds is 
a colony of small red ants that are ex¬ 
tremely Industrious In collecting food, 
and they frequently perform the most 
astonishing engineering feats In trans¬ 
porting heavy burdens to their home. 

“Not long ago I watched a party of 
about a dozen who had found the body 
of a small spider and were dragging it 
toward the nest The spider had hairy 
legs, which stuck out In every direction 
and caught on obstacles, greatly re¬ 
tarding progress. For several min¬ 
utes the ants tolled away with their 
awkward booty and then stopped and 
aeemed to hold a council. A minute 
fragment of dry leaf was lying on the 
ground, and presently they all lay hold 
and pulled the spider on top of it 
Then they seized the edges and slid It 
along without difficulty."
